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Speaker owns up 
to ethics violations 

WASHINGTON (AP) - It’s A Tale 
of Two Speakers, two House leaders 
humbled by ethics charges who tried 
different political strategies to sur- 
vive. 

Jim Wright fought the charges and 
lost, blaming the “mindless canni- 
balism” of his enemies. 

Newt Gingrich confessed and is 
still fighting for his job, but he’s 
doing it another way - trying to avoid 
the censure that would make him 
ineligible to continue. 

The ethics ordeals of Mr. Wri gh t 
and Mr. Gingrich are different and 
they are similar; in one way, the men 
are bonded in political irony. 

Mr. Gingrich filed the ethics 
charges against Mr. Wright. He used 
the case to raise money for his 
political organization, GOPAC. Mr. 
Gingrich admitted Friday to 
violating House rules - by giving 
investigators inaccurate information 
about GOPAC. 

Both Mr. Wright, a Texas Demo- 
crat, and Mr. Gingrich, a Georgia 
Republican, assumed the 
speakership with ambitious plans. 
Both were forceful figures who 
demanded loyalty from their troops.
